WEDNESDAY EVENING FESTIVALS AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

Now in their eleventh year, the Wednesday Evening Festivals at The Cleveland 
Museum of Art will take place on July 11, 18, and 25. Each evening's festivities 
begin at 5:30 pm, end when the Museum closes at 9:45 pm, and include box suppers 
in the Outer Court, concerts, art and feature films, lectures, studio workshops, 
or browsing in the galleries. All of the activities, with the exception of the 
box suppers, are free . 

Musicians performing this year are Sam Finger and the Dixie Dandies, The 
Cleveland Strings, and The Fine Arts Duo. Three screen comedies of the thirties 
star three glamorous blondes — Jean Harlow, Marlene Dietrich, and Carole Lombard. 
Short films on the art of dance will also be shown. Museum staff will lecture on 
a special exhibition opening July 3, >lirrors: Art and Symbol , and on the recently 
opened galleries of nineteenth- and twentieth-century art. 

The box suppers cost $6,50 and require prepaid advance reservation by noon 
of the Monday preceding each Wednesday evening. The Museum's Department of 
Art History and Education, which plans the Festivals, accepts supper reservations 
at 421-7340, ext, 464, Reservations may be made at the same number for the 
studio workshops, for which enrollment is limited. Instructors ask that 
young children attend them with a parent, grandparent, or older friend.
